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mainly into the Canadian Northwest. On one of his expeditions, in 1915, he surveyed 
the Churchill River to Fort Churchill on Hudson Bay. In addition to his official re- 
port he contributed an article on this river to the Geographical Review (December, 
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The late Mr. Churchill, trained as a philologist under Whitney at Yale, was a journalist by 
profession. His early interest in Polynesian languages and ethnology continued to the 
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general from 1 896 to 1 899 gave him an intimate insight also into the political geogra- 
phy of the Pacific. During the war he was director of the division of foreign language 
publications of the Committee on Public Information. He died on June 9, 1 920. 

Mr. Gabriel is an assistant professor of American history at Yale University. In his work 
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Dr. Adams is professor of zoology at the New York State College of Forestry at Syracuse 
University and director of the recently founded Roosevelt Wild Life Forest Experiment 
Station connected with that institution. He is one of the leading exponents in this 
country of animal ecology, or the study of animals in relation to their environment. 
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
